Local Missionary Gives Graphic Description of Strife In Congo

A former Baptist missionary 
with the Bethana Baptist 
Clturch at Cornettsville and 
now serving in the strife torn 
Congo in Africa has writton to 
a Ferry County minister a gra- 
phic letter of her experiences 
during recent viol^pce there. 

Miss Betty Parks, of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, lived and 
worked in Perry County for 
two years before being assign- 
ed to duty in the Congo in 
1960 

She still has many friends 
here, among them the Rev 
and Mrs Reevis Clark of the 
Bt&baMMk Baptist Church. 

Her letter, which is reprint, 
ed below, was addressed to the 



Clarks It is a graphic descrip 
tion of the violence and blood- 
shed that erupted in the Congo 
this month which forced Miss 
Parks’ evaeution from remote 
Kikwit to the nation’s ‘ capitol, 
Leopoldville. 

Here is her letter: 
Leopoldville 

Monday, February 3, 1964 
Dear Reevis, Lois, and Friends: 
First off, 1 want to thank the 
Lord for the assurance of His 
presence with us during this 
unexpected emergency and the 
very real peace He gives 
Our area - Baptist Mid. Mis- 
sions • was right in the center 
of this uprising. We had no idea 
that it was so close to us • even 



our own village people . nor 
that this group could * be so 
well-organized and ’ extensive. 
Let’ me give you an outline of 
activities:, 

Jan. 15 • Wednesday — A 
wounded terrorist was brought 
to our despensary for treat- 
ment of a leg wound Terror, 
ists and soldiers had met in 
combat about 10 kilometers 
(about 8 miles) from us. Local 
police (12 km. other side of us) 
happened to be at Iwungu to 
collect taxes from village peo- 
ple. They attempted to arrest 
this group of terrorists without 
success, and then sent word to 
the soldiers to come search for 
them. This put out secteur po- 



lice and officials “in Bad” with 
the terrorists, and so about the 
18th they fled to Idiofa where 
they felt they would have more 
protection since there is an 
army camp there. In subse- 
quent attacks on Idiofa, about 
150 state people from Idiofa 
and elsewhere were killed by 
the terrorists; others were eva. 
cuated by Air Brousse planes 
to Kikwit and then to Leo. 

At the time of this incident 
(terrorists coming to our dee- 
pensary) we were not alarmed 
since these terrorists were 
strangers to us and according 
to our people * to them too. So 
we felt this was not in our 
midst. School classes and ac- 



tivities continued as usual, the 
there was some tension among 
the village people and school 
kids when the soldiers came to 
make investigations. We could 
not understand why they 
should seem to fear the sold, 
iers more than the terrorists. 

Jan. 21 • Tues email bridge 
at Catholic station of Lachim 
between us at Iwungu and sec- 
teur headquarters) destroyed 1 
1 2 miles beyond us. 

Jan. 22 - Wed Larger bridge 
about six miles from us on 
main road to Kikwit destroyed.

However, we 
still did not realize the serious- 
uesa of the situation. Later, the 



terrorists chopped up the road 
about every 100 meters to pre- 
vent soldiers from coming in. 

Jan. 23 - Thurs. The Belgian 
priest at Lachim was taken 
captive by a group of roving 
terrorists and marched several 
kilometers to another village in 
the area. Local village people, 
seeing this, followed and de- 
manded his releuse, and said 
they did not want their mis- 
sionaries touched. One of the 
village cheifs is reportedly to 
have gone to the camp of Mu- 
iele Pierre, requesting that 
groups of “jeunesse” be forbid- 
den to march on other villages, 
but that “la jeunesse” of each 
village be responsible for its 



village. This was agreed upon 
The priest was returned to his 
post. And because of this ar- 
rangement, we feel roving ter- 
rorists hesitated to come on 
our mission. Alto, our local 
“jeunesse" guarded our houses 
at night, and were our protec- 
tors, along with our local 
Christians. 

Jan. 24 - Friday Missionary 
Aviation Fellowship (MAF) 
plane flew over about 3 p.m 
and dropped note asking if we 
wanted to be evacuated: if so, 
to sit on ground; if we wanted 
to stick it out • to put hands 
on hips; if there was no sign 
of trouble - to wave hands over 
our heads. We put hands ou 



hips. We knew there was dis- 
turbance in the area but our 
people were calm and we were 
all getting along very well. 
There seemed to be no justifi- 
able reason to evacuate, nor 
indication locally that it w»s 
necessary 

Jan. 26 - Sunday MAF flew 
over about 11 a in. • dropped 
note. This is essence of tha’ 
note: “Prepare for immediate 

evacuation by helicopter . 
everyone. No question asked. 
Irene is dead.” 

Irene was the sister of Mrs 
Hebert Grings with us at Iwun- 
gu. This was a real shock. We

ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF HAZARD 
RELATING TO THE COLLECTION AND 
DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE AND OTHER 
WASTE MATTER AND MATERIAL. 

WHEREAS, the City of Hazard maintains a Garbage 
Dump outside the corporate limits of Hazard to which gar- 
bage and waste material is transported and there disposed 
of, and; 

WHEREAS, garbage and other objectionable waste mat- 
ter is often disposed of within the city limits by being dumped the 
into ravines, branches, vacant lots and on the sides of streets 
and alleys, creating an unsanitary condition which is expen- 
sive to correct, and; 

WHEREAS, the city maintains a Garbage Collection Ser- 
vice for the benefit of the citizens of Hazard; 

NOW, be it resolved by the Board of Commissioners of 
the City of Hazard that all citizens of the City of Hazard 
living in private residences, on streets and alleys which are 
accessible to the city’s Garbage Collection Service be and the 
same are hereby directed to place all garbage in suitable 
garbage cans and place said cans along the said streets and to 
alleys of the city at places where they can be reached by the one 
city’s trucks and other equipment used in the Garbage Col- 
lection Services; that each patron of this service may use 
more than one garbage can for this purpose when necessary; 
that each apartment be treated and considered as one resi- 
dence and the people living in each apartment use and main- 

tain one garbage can, placing it where it can be reached by to enter the. hospital in Lex ing. 
the city’s employees. 

Be it further resolved that the charge for collecting gar- 
bage from private homes and apartments be $1.00 for each see any 
home and each apartment; that the charge for said garbage munity. 
service rendered to hotels, restaurants hospitals, public 
buildings and other business places and establishments be 
determined by contract between the City of Hazard and own- 
ers, proprietors, or management of said business places or 
institutions. 

Be it further resoloved that all charges for garbage ser- 
vice pursuant to this ordinance be added to the monthly 
water bills. 

Done at a regular meeting of the Board of Commission- 
ers of the City of Hazard, this the 20th day of February,
